Altona’s Engineer, Mr. Ralph Simmons, recently 










back from a world trip, made the following report on fore-— 
shore improvement in various parts of the world, to the | 


council. 


Pending the completion 
of a comprehensive: report 
on my overseas tour, the 
following information con- 
cerning foreshore works is 
submitted, 

The cities of Durban, 
Tel Aviv, Toronto and San 
Diego were: found to be of 
special interest. ; 

Durban, located on ‘the 
eastern seaboard of South 
Africa, is the country's 
most popular. seaside re- 
sort. 

Within easy walking 
distance of the centre of 
the city is the beach and 
associated resort attrac- 
tions, including a large 
salt-water swimming pool, 
an extensive children’s 
pool with various items of 
play equipment, and mis- 
cellaneous amusement at- 
tractions and kiosks. 
Under bad storm condi- 
tions, waves up to 30 feet 
high build up in the Indian 
Ocean and crash on the 
foreshore, causing ‘ severe 
erosion ‘of the ‘beach. 
Groynes at right angles to 
the beach front have been 
constructed to minimise 
the loss of sand from the 
beach, 

Model tests have shown 
that if a submerged bar or 
bank were to be built 
parellel to and approxi- 
mately 4000 feet from the 
‘beach front with the top 






lof the bar approximately 


20 feet below normal sea 
level, the waves passing 
over such a bar would be

beach front Would there- 
fore be greatly reduced. 
Construction of a bank;

high, 200 feet wide at the 
top with slopes of 1 in 30 
using sand dredged from 
the entrance to the boat!
